No one can deplore more deeply than we do, though we are 
not in the habit of dining out, the absurd practice of encoring, 
or rather insisting upon the repetition of, every morceau which 
may tickle the ear at a concert, but we know pretty well what 
pleases the public, and, while we would gladly see the character 
of the opera concert programmes much elevated, we cannot resist 
the opportunity of calling attention to the inconsistency of the 
writer of this epistle. 

The remark about Grisi is almost irrelevant. Grisi is not the 
only lady vocalist at the Crystal Palace, and we would wager 
largely, that Grisi rather pleases the educated musicians than the 
greedy and encoring public. It is without the bounds of reason 
to expect that any lady’s voice would remain the same for twenty- 
five years. 

Touching the flower show of Saturday next, we trust, and we 
believe, that Epsom races will have no damaging effect upon the 
fée, and with regard to the extravagance of the charge, it is not a 
little remarkable that the flower-shows of last season, were among 
the most ‘‘paying’’ days of the year, notwithstanding the charge 
of half-a-guinea for a single admission. 

The writer concludes by suggesting that the scale of charges 
of admission on different days of the week should be entirely 
altered; and that, because Thursday was made, in 1855, the 
fashionable day in Paris, and is now so at Manchester, 2s.

ROYAL SURREY ‘GARDENS. 

Tt will be a source of gratification to the frequenters of these 
delightful gardens, and also to the inhabitants of the immediate 
vicinity, to know that the disputed and vexed question of the 
right of carriage-way through New-street, and also South- 
glace, both in Kennington-road, is likely to be speedily settled. 
t will be recollected that during the course of last year Captain 
Faunce, who owns an extensive estate in Kennington, Camber- 
well, and Newington, suddenly caused a wall to be erected on 
that part of his property which extends from the New-street 
entrance to the gardens to South-place, adjoining Kennington- 
park; and as two public roads ran through the property in 
question, the blocking them up became of serious consequence, 
especially to the small traders in the neighbourhood. ‘The public 
felt so annoyed, that they took the law into their own hands, 
forcibly pulled or knocked down the wall, and thereby gained the 
thoroughfare they had previously enjoyed. The opening of the 
Surrey Gardens this season was again the signal for its re-erection ; 
but instead of building a wall across the road, as before, a large 
trench has been dug, deep and wide, and fenced in with high 
palings, thus again stopping up the carriage-way. It is under- 
stood that Captain Faunce has law on his side, nevertheless, it is 
exercising his power very arbitrarily to stop up public roads for 
private purposes. We understand that the Surrey Gardens Com- 
pany, in conjunction with a gentleman who has lately built up- 
wards of 400 houses in the neighbourhood, are negotiating with 
Captain Faunce to waive his right of blockade; and if their pro- 
posals are accepted (and we believe they will be), it will redound 
to the credit of the gentlemen who have thus so honourably come 
forward to free the inhabitants from so serious an obstruction. 








CRYSTAL PALACE. 

The fourth concert yesterday, notwithstanding the very unfa- 
vourable state of the weather,*was well attended, and the concert, 
which presented no novel seature, appeared to be much enjoyed 
by the audience. There were three encores; Madame Bosio, in 
the valse, *‘ Ah, che assorta,’’ Madame Didée, in **Deh non 
voler,’’ from Anna Bolena, and the chorus in Pearsall’s madrigal 
“Oh who will o’er the downs?” Madame Grisi delighted the 
admirers of pure and artistie singing with ‘ Tacea la notte”? from 
Jl Trovatore, Signor Mario gave his chaste version of ‘Il mio 
tesoro,’’ and Signor Neri Baraldi an air from Zrnani. The final 
trio from Il Barbiere, and the finale from Mosé, ‘* Mi manca la 
voce,”’ were admirably done. ‘The chorus, in Converso’s madri- 
gal, ‘* When all alone,”’ were not so effective, 

The orchestral pieces were the overtures to Semiramide and 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,

Miss ARABELLA Gopparp introduced Beethoven's most gigantic 
work for the pianoforte—the sonata in B flat, op. 106—at the 
last soirée of her second series. Beethoven has become so uni- 
versally acknowledged as the giant of the orchestra, and his 
nificent symphonies are listened to so attentively by large 
audiences, that we could wish that these later sonatas which 
exhibit the composer's extraordinary genius in so different 
® form of comporition, had been exhibited in a room where 


a number of the devout admirers of Beethoven might 
Tae Sas conveniently assembled. Miss salons, 





though sufficiently comfortable for habitation, and suffi- 
ciently large to accommodate an admiring circle of immediate 
friends, are not capacious enough for the containment of a tithe of 
the metropolitan adorers of Beethoven ; and we would fain have 
seen our clever young pianist interpreting the wondrous Up. 106 
at the Hanover Square Rooms, or in any locale where a large 
audience might have proved their veneration for the great German 
master, and their admiration of his youthful exponent. Piano- 
forte playing and musical study have surely advanced to a suffici- 
cient point in this country to warrant our predicting a crowded 
and appreciative audience, whenever the young virtwosa of Wel- 
beck-street shall appear to a more extensive circle. The more one 
hears of Beethoven, the more sensible one becomes of the enor- 
mity of the man’s mind. The Fuga a tre voci which constitutes 
the finale of this wondrous sonata is one of the most daring com- 
positions that can be met with for the pianoforte. It is complex, 
yet broad, and those who can master it and give it due develop- 
ment are entitled to the highest esteem from their musical brethren, 
for nothing short of musical enthusiasm, and extraordinary mecha- 
nism, the result of unflagging industry, could enable anyone to 
appreciate the intentions of the author, or to accomplish such a 
feat as the performance of this work. The concert opened with 
Mozart’s sonata in A minor, for pianoforte and violin, one of his 
best inspirations of the kind; it was done full justice to by the 
beneficiaire and M. Carrodus. Miss Lascelles sang ‘Che faro,” 
and Mr. Charles Braham Mendelssohn's ‘‘ By Celia’s arbour.” 
Miss Goddard then concluded the first part with an excellent 
version of Beethoven’s ‘‘thirty-two variations on an origi 
theme,’’ and the whole of the second part was devoted to the 
iant sonata, the performance of which was a perfect triumph. 
Need we add, that the fair artist retired covered with applause, or 
that we devoutly trust every soul left the room more than ever 
impressed with the exceeding greatness of Beethoven. 
rs. ANDERSON’S concert is always one of the most bountiful 
and recherché feasts of the season. On Monday last an oppor 
tunity was afforded of hearing all the artistes of Her Majesty's 
Theatre, and, in addition, a first-class English vocalist in the 
person of Clara Novello, and a ditto pianist in that of Mrs. 
Anderson. The great opera-house was filled with rank and 
fashion, and the audience, by their remaining to the very last, 
showed how thoroughly they appreciated the excellence and 
variety of the entertainment. Mrs. Anderson—of whom nobody 
seems to know anything, except that she was musical instruct- 
ress to the Royal children, and gives a large morning concert 
annually—was warmly received, and at the conclusion of her piece 
(Hummel’s Rétour @ Londres) was loudly applauded. Why this 
talented lady should seclude herself from the musical world from 
year to year is quite a mystery to us. We are not so overstocked 
with good pianists that we can afford to lose so elegant an 
executant, or so finished and classical a reader of the best 
works. The morceau which she .played on this occasion, 
though it suited and pleased the audience, was not a fair speci- 
men of her powers. tf Mrs. Anderson's ‘‘love of approbation 
bump does not incite her to play more frequently, she ought to be 
invited to appear for the fame of her country. While — 
of instrumental performances, we may as well remark that the 
clever violinist, Signor Bazzini, who has been gaining en 
honours abroad, played a solo with t finish, and that 
Jewson gave Mendelssohn’s rondo in E flat with much brillianey.

tive lines. The concert was entirely of chamber character 
Er. Cusins accompanying the vocal music,) and the first ~— 
in the programme showed a desire to propitiate the lovers of the 
classical style. It was Sterndale Bennett's trio in A, admirabl 

rformed by Miss Arabella Goddard, Herr Ries, and Herr Lidel. 
Printed excuses were circulated for Miss Dolby, but they were 
scarcely needed, for she sang Luders’ setting of the * Irish Emi- 
grant”’ with all requisite voice and — expression. Mdme. 
Ferrari sang but one solo, ‘‘Batti, batti,’” which however served to 
display her delicate and unaffected style, and in which she was 
well seconded by Herr Lidel, in the violoncello obdligato. She 
was not idle during the evening, for she in Beethoven’s trio, 
“Tremate,’’ in the quartett from Rigoletto, in Mercadante’s duo, 
++ Se un istante (with her husband), and Rossini’ s dwetto di camera, 
‘*¢Mira la bianca luna’’ (with Mr. Sims Reeves). Signor Fer- 
rari confined his solo singing to an aria from Handel’s Berenice, 
of which he gave a very good version. Mr. Sims Reeves was 
encored in his songs, “Quando le sere’? and ‘*Come into the 

rden, Mand,”’ and Miss Arabella Goddard’s selection from the 
Siedler ohne Worte, of Mendelssohn, experienced a like compli- 
ment. To the list of repetitions we must add a duo concertante, 
by Bohrer, for concertina and violoncello, on a Polish air, capi- 
tally performed by Signor Regondi and Herr Lidel. The for- 
mer played, for the first time, an andante, and a capriceio, in 
the mazurka style, which we hope to have another opportunity of 
hearing: it provoked loud applause. 

Miss wy Manntne's 2 took place on beara 
evening at Hanover-square. he beneficiaire appeared in 
double capacity of voeuliat and pianist. Her appearance in the 
latter character was confined to a part in a pretty trio of De 
Beriot’s, in which she was accompanied by Herr Deichmann on 
the violin, and Herr Feri Kletzer( violoncello), his first appearance 
in this country. This gentleman, who also played a solo, posseses 
a élassical style, neat if not very elaborate execution, and an 
excellent tone. The reception of the new-comer was decidedly 
flattering. Miss Manning’s vocal achievement was an “air 
varié’” from Les diamans de la Couronne. Miss Poole was 
encored in a song of Mrs. Mackenzie Wilson, Madame Bassano, 
in Gluck’s “Che faro,”’ and Wallace’s “ Fireside ,” was as 
full of taste and feeling as she always is. The singing of Herr 
von der Osten, who gave two German Lieder, and an air of Mo- 
_ s, would be irreproachable in every respect, if he would get 

of an occasional nasal tone in his voice. Madame Novello 
was brilliant and sufficing in a ‘‘Romanza” from Otello, and 
was encored in a Scotch —y 4 Mr. B. Wells, in a flute solo, 
Herr Deichmann, ina violin fantasia, and Mr. Bodda, in a buffo 
song, imparted variety to the programme. It was pleasant to see 
Miss Manning accompanying some of the songs, after discharg- 
ing the more important per of her covenant with the audience ;

We took occasion to com- 
plain of the coarseness of the accompaniments when Lucia was pro- 
duced, and we are now glad to add testimony to the existence of 
such a defect in the performance. In La Traviata, Signor 
Bonetti manages the orchestra very well, but in all the other 
operas which have been given under his direction, the accompani- 
ments have been widely open to improvement. _ 

“TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘MORNING HERALD.’ 

“S1r,—At the opening of her Majesiy’s Theatre on Tuesday last I 
took my Favorite place for the season, but which, unless some very great 
change takes place in the orchestral performance, is-not likely to be a 
very joyous one for me, and mnst be certain destruction to the physique 
and: reputation of the singers. Some minutes before the commencement 
of the opera, for what reason I cannot divine, unless to petrify the 
musical feelings of the audience, the most unmeaning discordant sounds 
were heard from the orchestra, producing effects such as would perplex 
the most talented and ingenious contrapuntist to arrive at. When 
the opera began, disappointment took the place of annoyance; the 
choruses were scarcely heard, and the singers sacrificed by the force of 
the orchestra, Where can be the ears of the conductor? It is true he 
turns his back on his orchestra, whilst I am in full face of it, and it may 
produce a different effect on his tympanum to what it does on mine; but 
surely he must haveheard the discordant sounds of the clarionet, the flute, 
and the piccolo! He ought to know that noise does not make 
music, or rapidity give brilliancy to it. Madlle. Spezia is not a 
Catalani, Signor Giuglini is not a Braham or a Donzelli, and cer- 
tainly Signor Vialetti is neither a Lablache or a Porto—yet with 
a judicious accompaniment they a to be refined and finished 
singers, instead of being obliged to e such an effort as to destroy 
the purity of their voices even to be heard; thus gaining an unen- 
viable credit that their voices are harsh or defective, and their intona- 
tion false. In once instance only was the accompaniment at all subdued, 
and that was, if I could make a comparison, six times louder than when 
I heard Donizetti himself conduct this opera. I speak of the aria, 
‘ Spirto gentil,’ and even in this the accompaniment obliged the singer 
to force his voice beyond what the character of the music required, or 
he would have sung it even better than he he did, had not this injudi- 
cious—I may add cruel—accompaniment prevented him. The flute in 
this air was unbearable. The pace, too, that the director took the music 
was such that might do very well forthe display of violin bowing, but 
almost impossible for the articulation of a singer. In short, the opera 
from beginning to end was a lutte between the orchestra and the singer. 
If this be continued, Sir, I must, much as I am devoted to music, much 
as I love my old quarters in this old house, abdicate my aristocratic posi- 
tion, and seek the patronage of some benign old apple lady, who will 
have more compassion for “A Stay.” 


We trust that, for the sake of both vocalists and audience, this 
will be at once remedied. 


ROYAL ITALIAN OPERA — Za T'raviata—the production of which 
had been delayed by the severe hoarseness of Signor Graziani—came 
out at this house on Saturday last, and was repeated on Tuesday, 
the audiences being the largest of the present season.

With the music of La Traviata 
we, personally,. have always been satisfied, so we ony 5 Por 
the public curiosity in reference to the appearance of ame 
Bosio, which we are bound to record was a complete success, 
though the happy result was obtained by different means from 
those employed by the younger ways donna. Madame Bosio— 
who has played Violetta within the last twelve months at Moscow, 
and, we believe, St. Petersbur ree sa the character with less 
passion and impulse than ‘Malle. Piccolomini, but she reads some 
passages very differently, and her vocal superiority is unquestion- 
able. Inthe pathetic portion of her ré/e, commencing with the 
second act, she depends too much upon the vibrato style of 
singing for awaking the sympathies of her audience; Madame 
Bosio’s voice is not unsympathetic, and: she might, . at. least 
occasionally, dispense with this very redundant and tiresome pro- 
ceeding, without risk of diminishing effect. + Putting a ‘‘ tremu- 
lant’’ on to the voice would appear to be quite a fashion, for we 
have had to complain of it seriously this season in two other 
vocalists of consideration—Madame Spezia and Mdlle. Ortolani, 
A moderate, occasional, and judicious employment of this vocal 
tremor is unquestionably effective, but if it is maintained through 
the greater part of an opera, it becomes a positive nuisance; the 
hearer experiences actual annoyance at failing- to catch the 
ure tones of a voice whose real quality cannot be mistaken. 
ere Madame Bosio the coldest actress, there would be no neces- 
sity for such a superabundance of this peculiarity; but Madame 
Bosio impersonates Violetta with much feeling, and succeeds in 
carrying her audience with her, calling forth many a tear in the 
last act. Her performance of the character will always be inter- 
esting, though she lacks the impassioned style which is the 
charm of Mdlle. Piccolomini. Madame Bosio’s reading of the 
part only appears to differ from that of the latter, in a few points 
of action. In the last act she proceeds from her bed to a couch, 
and afterwards staggers from the couch to the dressing-glass, when 
Violetta exclaims, with positive terror, ‘‘ Ah ! come son mutata. 
We like her singing of ‘* Addio del passato,’’ much. She com- 
mences it while leaning on the back of her chair, thus giving an 
idea of langour and extreme weakness, in admirable keepin with 
the situation, and the remainder of this painful scene-is acted with 
considerable feeling. : 

The general cast of the opera is excellent; Mario as Alfredo, 
and Graziani as Germont senior, are of course admirable, and the 
band and chorus are everything that could be desired. The 
accompaniments are especially delicate. The duett ‘ Dite alla 
Giovane’’ is too hurried. M. Costa is too impetuous m many 
portions of this opera; we wish he would be moderate. : 

Parepa, a young singer from Lisbon, 
made her first appearance as Elvira in I Puritani. From her 
successfully ptt As the high D in the polacco it may be inferred 
that her voice is a soprano, and that she has acquired some com- 
mand over the organ.

Mr. Addison, in opening the case, said it was one of great im- 
portance to public societies, amongst which there was a practice 
of hiring theatres to benefit the funds by the sale of tickets—often 
done to a vast extent in such instances. With that intention, in 
the autumn of last year the committee of the ‘‘ Shepherds” re- 
solved to rent Drerr lene Theatre two nights, and to carry out 
the object, appointed twenty of their number as a sub-committee, 
from whom Mr. Hills was selected to act. On the 26th of Sep- 
tember Mr. Hills wrote a note to the defendant, making known 
the wishes of the committee, of which plaintiff was one, and re- 
ceceived the following laconic reply, addressed from Drury-lane 
Theatre :— ‘‘ Sir,—Mr. Smith hopes to see you, with one or two 
of the flock, when the ‘ shears’ will be in readiness.’’—(Laughter.) 
The word shears, he supposed to be a witticism of defendant's, as 
applying to the society’s flock.—(Laughter.) Mr. Hills then in- 
formed the defendant, that on the ensuing Tuesday, himself and 
others, would wait upon him as to terms, and did so, with Messrs. 
Hampton and Bryer, when defendant declined taking any deposit, 
and entered into an ement to let them have the theatre for 
two nights, the proceeds on the sale of tickets to be equally divided 
between himself and the society, but no time was fixed. On the 
19th of October, Mr. Hills again wrote to the defendant, express- 
ing the committee’s wish to have the house in November, in 
answer to which defendant wrote :—‘' Sunday Times Office, 103, 
Fleet-street.—Very well, only arrange the nights, Thursday and 
Friday, 27th and 28th November, with Mr. Lewis, the treasurer, 
at the theatre, and he will carry it out.’’ The three named con- 
sequently saw Mr. Lewis, who said he should like to have the 
names of some particular parties to look to, when on those of two 
or three of the committee being mentioned, he expressed his satis- 
faction, and observed, ‘‘ That will do; go on; get your bills and 
tickets out as soon as possible, and sell away, sell away.’’ Some 
thousands of bills and tickets were therefore printed and issued, 
at a great expense, and booksellers and other agents got at an 
increased gree. everthing seemingly going on prosperously for 
the society till the 3rd of November, when their hopes were sud- 
denly annihilated by a communication from Mr. Lewis, that they 
could not have the theatre on the nights required. The present 
action was therefore now brought to recover the expenses incurred, 
as well as to afford some compensation for the probable loss sus- 
tained by the non-receipt of their share of the profits, to which 
the defendant was liable for breach of agreement.

The entre- 
preneurs were assisted by Madlle. Acquaroff and Mr. Geoghegan, 
from Edinburgh. The programme, which contained a judicious 
selection of songs, duetts, glees, &c., opened with Miiller’s 
‘Spring's Delights,"’ and was excellently rendered by the four 
vocalists. Madlle. Acquaroff, who possesses a soprano voice of 
_ much sweetness, sang ‘* My heart is sair’’ with so much taste and 
correct expression, that a repetition was warmly demanded. She 
-avas also encored with Mr. Jones in Barnett’s ‘* Singing Lesson.”’ 
Mr. Geoghégan éssayed ‘The Flowers of the Forest” and ‘“ Will 

eno come back again,’’ in both of which he was encored. Of 

{r. Jones we can speak in terms of warm approbation for his 

excellent singing of ‘‘The heart bow'’d down,”’ one of Balfe’s 
most popular ballads. He is gifted with a good, mellow bass 
voice, which he manages with so much tact as to evidence an 
excellent musical education. Mr. Tolley, who had to bear the 
double burden of vocalist and accompanist, proved. himself 
thoroughly at home in both offices. His sweet tenor voice and 
good taste procured him a unanimous encore for the song, ‘** Afton 
Water ; *’ and he was no less deserving the compliment for his 
singing of Bishop's ballad, ‘‘ My Native Highland Home.’’ All 
the accompaniments were played in a manner highly creditable 
to Mr. Tolley; and we hope that at the next concert, which we 
hear will be given in August, the audience will have an oppor- 
tunity of judging his abilities as a solo pianist. 

SHEFFIELD.—The pantomime of Little Bo Peep was performed 
at the Surrey Music Hall, Sheffield, on Saturday, with extra- 
ordinary effects. Mr. Leopold, the clown, came forward and 
accused the proprietor of attempting to ‘diddle’’ him out of the 
proceeds of a benefit, to the amount of about £17. The audience 
were constituted a special jury to try the case, and after hearing 
both sides, decided against Mr. Youdan, the proprietor, who con- 
sented at once to pay the money, which was thereupon handed to 
a friend of the plaintiff’s.

In the remarks eo to the — description of the in- 
strument, we find that ‘‘ the use of large scales has been carefully 
avoided.”’ We fear that the builder, Mr. Squire, has gone to 
the opposite extreme, for though the quality of most of the sto 
is very agreeable, the full power of the organ is far below the 
demands of Craven Chapel, a building which will accommodate a 
goodly amount of sound. Seeing that with only two manuals, the 
effect of three is pretty amply provided for, from the disposition 
of the stops, and the arrangement of the composition - als, we 
consider that the strictly ‘great organ’’ stops might have been 
more largely scaled and more fully voiced, without deteriorating 
from the general quality of the instrument. A ‘great organ’ 
should be a ‘‘great organ,’’ and a ‘choir organ’’ a “choir 
organ,’’ whether comprised in one set of manuals, or with the 
advantage of an extra row of keys. 

The cremona seems to us de trop. After a ‘*mixture’’ stop 
an 8 ft. trumpet should follow. The cremona belongs to the 
choir organ, and no one thinks of beginning a choir organ until 
the scream of the ‘‘ mixture”’ is toned down by a bold reed. We 
hear that a slide, next door to the mixture, is kept ready for a 
trumpet, the insertion of which is really necessary. The presence 
of a 16 ft. reed in the swell, makes the absence of a “great” 
trumpet the more remarkable. There is no doubt that a fair 
amount of reed work may be drawn from the swell, by coupling 
that manual with the great, but the increased smallness (our 
mother was an Irishman) of the scales, render it impossible for 
the addition of the swell reeds to give that point and fullness to 
the great organ which a good 8 ft. trumpet would afford. Besides, 
if the swell had been more strongly voiced, it might not at all 
times be convenient to employ the coupler when a fortissimo was 
required on the great organ. We must, notwithstanding these 
strong objections, give the builder credit for providing a compo- 
sition pedal which draws the full organ, including the swell 
coupler. The great quint may be considered as very superfluous 
expenditure in a comparatively small organ. The quint is held in 
vast esteem in Germany, but the German organs in which it is 
employed are of very considerable extent, the pedal seldom con- 
sisting of less than ten stops. 

The existence of two 16 ft. stops on the Pedal and the compass 
and design of the swell, are commendable features. 

The case is white, with gilt pipes. 

An inaugurative performance was given at the chapel on the. 
14th instant, when Mr. George Cooper gave an able display of 
the capabilities of the instrument, and a choir sang ‘‘ Lord, for 
thy tender mercies’ sake,’ and Handel’s ‘‘ Hallelujah !”’ Far 
rant’s anthem was nearly spoilt by the unwillingness of the tenors 
to enter at the point ‘‘that we may walk,” and Mr. Cooper was 
compelled to employ a sudden accompaniment that, in spite of the 
‘smallness of the scaling,’’ was somewhat obtrusive. This 
talented executant pla ed the following selection of music :— 
Adagio from Spohr’s Nonetto; fugue in A minor, and varied 
chorale (Bach); ‘He layeth the ander and ‘*He rebuked 
the Red Sea’’ (Handel); the Pelerias, from Mendelssohn's 
hony ; an air by Wesley, and Hesse’s arrangement

As a practising organ for the blind this little instrument will be 
very serviceable. The designer of the organ is to be commended 
for giving the swell its full compass, an advantage of which the 
more comprehensive instrument for Eltham cannot boast. 

We have remarked, with much satisfaction, that Mr. Robson 
carries his manuals up to G, generally, if not invariably. In the 

resent age of increased organ study, and of adaptation from 
orchestral works, this extension of the compass, though slight, is 
an important feature, and a most acceptable innovation. 


The large organ at the Royal Panopticon, of which we printed 
a description last year, has been sold to Mr. E. T. Smith for 
£1,500. The a instrument was knocked down at public 
auction last week. It was considerably below its value, but its 
peculiar construction would render it unavailable for any ordinary 
purpose, unless a considerable sum were employed in its re-dispo- 
sition.

ORGANISTS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “MUSICAL GAZETTE.” 
Srr,—I don’t know what reasons Rumour may have assigned as the 
cause of my leaving St. Saviour’s, Paddington ; but for the information 
of “ Inquirendo,” and the profession generally, as well as in justice to 
myself, I beg to state the facts of the case, which are simply these :— 

About twelve months ago I received the appointment in question, 
which I continued to fill, to the oft-expressed satisfaction of the Incum- 
bent, till Easter last. A week or two prior to this time, however, I 
heard it whispered that, in consequence of an offer which had been 
made by the principal of a school in the neighbourhood to establish a 
foundation for the gratuitous education of a number of boys, who 
should act as choristers in the church, a change was contemplated. I 
was at a loss to see how the proposed arrangement could affect my posi- 
tion, but, on making further enquiry, I found that it would do se most 
seriously ; for to the offer just mentioned, a condition was attached, 
which was no other than that the situation should be given to the. 
music-master of the school, who it seems had been a candidate at the 
time of my appointment, and, either still smarting from the remembrance 
of his defeat, or being determined, by fair means or foul, to possess 
himself of my stool, had concocted this notable scheme with his friend, 
the schoolmaster. And the scheme proved successful, for both offer 
and condition were accepted, and Mr. James Pech, Mus. Doc. et Mus.’ 
Prof. é Coll. Novon. Ozxon., &c. &c., was declared the organist of St. 
Saviour’s. 

But although the change was determined on, I received no regular 
communication on the subject till within a few days of the quarter. It 
is true the Incumbent offered to continue my engagement for three 
months ; but on the report first reaching me I had taken the opportunity 
of providing myself with another appointment, so that I left the instant 
my time expired.

the other after it. 

The first collection of the words of hymns and psalms sung in 
the chapel of San Filippo Neri was published in Rome in 1585, 
entitled, Laudi Spirituali, stumpata ad istanza de R. R. P. P. 
della Congregatione dell Oratorio. The second in 1603, Laudi 
Spirituali diverse solite cantarsi dopo Sermoni da’ P. P. della 
aceon: dell’ Oratorio. Among these were dialogues in a 
dramatic form.

Venuti, Roma 
Moderna, 1766, p. 207, intimates—In the church ‘of San Girolama 
della Carita, in that city, Oratorios were still constantly performed 
on Sundays and Festivals from all Saints’ Day till Palm Sunday ; 
and also in the church of La Vallicella, or the Chiesa Nuova, 
where /there were similar performances from November the Ist 
till Raster AY 

These spiritual spectacles had their beginning in these two 
churches, But the practice has been extended to so many of the 
other churches in Rome, that there is not a day in the year, during 
which some one or more of these representations may not be 
heard; and as lists of Oratorios and other Funzioni to be’ per- 
formed in the course of the year in the several churches are pub- 
lished, similarly to our lists of Lent preachers, considerable emu- 
lation arises among the directors and performers, and a concurrent 
solicitude of gratification on the part of the persons constituting 
the several congregations.
